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VIEWS ALONG OUR ROADSIDES 
The coming cf spring lends added interest 
to the billboard restriction cam paign fostered 
by the G arden Club of America. 
Nothing is more refreshing than to get in an 
automobile on a warm spring day and drive out 
through the open country, enjoying the spring 
an*' and sunshine and drink ing in the reviving 
beauties of nature in wood and field. 
Conversely, nothing is much more depress­ 
ing than to go out on such a drive 
and find 
every pleasant view and smiling vista m arred 
by some huge billboard extolling the m erits of 
so-and-so's coffee or tires. 
Arthur Newton Pack , president of the Amer­ 
ican N ature Assoi iation, can be counted 
011 to 
get behind every move tha t seek s to add to our 
enjoym ent of nature. 
Regarding the billboard 
restriction campaign, he writes: 
“Counties, states and the whole nation are 
now co-operating for the improvement of our 
highways. Most 
01 us have reason to be pleased 
with w hat is being accomplished, 
and 
com­ 
m unity pride 
011 the subject oi good roads is 
wide-awak e. 
“America is "k nown for its advertising; but 
are we proud oi so many of our roadside land­ 
scapes walled with ugiy signboards? 
Indeed, 
when we face the question most of us will agree 
tha t the roadside landscape is not the place for 
advertising, except perhaps 
111 very lim ited com­ 
m ercial districts. 
“M aryland and Connecticut have shown us 
one way 
01 going about it. 
This way lies in 
roadsiae tree planting. A highway lined on both 
sides w ith trees, planted and protected by the 
stale highway commission 
01* forestry depart­ 
m ent, is poor m eat for the outdoor advertiser. 
“Tiecs obscure 110 view of landscape. 
They 
rather fram e it. 
But rows of trees do mak e it 
hard to read billboards, as advertisers well k now. 
It is illegal in both New York and New Jersey, 
as well a.3 in most other states, to attach signs 
to trees. 
“W ith the beauties of nature just bursting 
into View, let us join this outdoor good m anners 
club. 
Let us unite in preventing the picture 
Theodore Roosevelt painted when he said: 
‘Do 
not let selfish men or greedy interests sk in your 
country of its beauty.” ’ 


FAMINE IN PARKING SPACE 
An automobile dealer finds that it is grow­ 
ing harder to sell cars, mostly because prospec­ 
tive buyers say there isn't any p ace to park . 
So he cogitates on the problem as follows: 
“Sea-going vessels have adequate term inal 
facilities. So do railroads. I t’s only in the auto­ 
mobile world tha t we find so little attention paid 
to the provision of satisfactory facilities for the 
vehicle when it comes to a stop. 
“The pubiic spends huge sums of money on 
our highways to mak e transportation more rapid 
and comfortable, but little or nothing is being 
spent by public interests to tak e

of

brought

garden. Merely giving 
it room 
free from the encroachm ent of 
other p lan ts above ground and 
other roots below ground to d e­ 
velop itself to the full extent of 
its capacity will do th at. G iving 
it a steady supply of m oisture 
checked 
to its 
m aturity 
also 
aids in the process. 
The ad d i­ 
tion of fertilizer is another aid 
in the 
process 
and 
through 
these aids given by m an. a plant 
in the garden m ay in the course 
of tim e hardly be recognized 
as 
the sam e plan t in its wild state. 
Lettuce and the Sw iss 
chard 
are exam ples of the possibility 
of developing leaf growth. 
We 
can 
w atch 
the 
developm ent 
from day to day and add to the 
nourishm ent of the plan t as 
it 
seem s needed. It is an entirely 
different m atter when it com es 
to developing root growth. This 
is a slow and uncertain process 
at best. The root crops, such as 
carrots, beets, salsify, 
radishes, 
parsnips, turnips, even potatoes 
if left to them selves 
for a few 
years, run out and the 
c h arac­ 
ter of the root as known in th€* 
garden 
disappears, 
becom ing 
m uch 
sm aller, 
tougher 
and 
stronger in flavor. 
The carrot 
is 
an 
exam ple. 
There are now various types of 
roots 
classified 
as 
to 
shape, 
¡stump rooted, h eart rooted, long 
rooted, h alf 
long 
and 
so on. 
These are developed 
by selec­ 
tion which 
consist 
of picking 
roots of the sh ape and quality* 
desired from a great num ber of 
roots, plan tin g them , protecting 
the bloom from fertilization by 
other p lan ts of the sam e kind, 
and then sowing the 
seed 
to 
discover if these seedlings will 
produce the sam e type of root. 
T his process 
is continued 
for 
several years 
until 
the 
seeds 
produce p lan ts of the 
uniform 
root type desired. 
The next step after securing 
the shape desired is the quality. 
The C hantenay carrot h as long- 
been a favorite culinary variety 
and one of the best com mercial* 
varieties because it stan d s sh ip ­ 
ping well. It is

A score or m ore of these 
coreless roots were selected and

vent cross.fertilization. A hole in 
the cheesecloth, which could bo 
opened and closed, w as provided 
so th at the plan t breeder could 
from tim e to tim e reach in and 
shake the p lan t to scatter 
the 
pollen thoroughly to produce 
a 
good crop of seed. Fertilizing 
a 
plan t with its 
own 
pollen 
is 
known as "sellin g." Som e plan ts 
will not form seeds by se lf-fe r­ 
tilization, notably som e 
of Uu 
lilies. They m ust have the pol­ 
len of other p lan ts of their kind. 
The carrot, 
however, 
is 
self- 
fertile. It does not seed as freely 
as if fertilized by other 
plan ts, 
but seed w as form ed and saved. 
It w as sown and a portion of the 
roots were of the coreless type.

For many 
years the drawf 
peas, grown withou t any su p­ 
port, have practically driven the 
tall or bru sh peas of the home 
garden. Now that the develop­ 
ment of gardening has shown 
conclu sively that evm the dwarf 
varieties are mu ch better and 
give larger crops if given su p­ 
port, the bru sh pea is coming in­ 
to its own for it is very little 
more trou ble to pu t u p a three- 
foot wire fencing for them to 
climb than it is to pu t u p an 18 - 
inch strip. In the older days the 
Marrowfat was a standard type' 
of bru sh pea bu t newer, sweeter 
and better types have replaced 
the old-timer to a great extent 
althou gh we now have improved 
forms of the Marrowfat. 
While the dwarf peas are in­ 
dispensable for the earliest crop, 
for the mid-season and late crops 
the bru sh types are most satis­ 
factory. Their chief advantage is 
a mu ch heavier yield with as 
fine qu ality as the dwarf varie­ 
ties fu rnish, bigger pods, and a 
mu ch longer bearing season. 
The su pport shou ld be given 
when the peas are planted 
so 
that they may start 
their u p­ 
ward career at once. They shou ld 
be given rich soil and shou ld be 
liberally fertilized. Some expert 
pea growers say that the vines 
shou ld be three inches apart for 
their fu llest and best develop­ 
ment and that thick sowing is a | 
waste of seed and an inju ry to | 
the bearing ability of the vines. 
The bru sh peas are self-pro­ 
tecting in one respect. The pea 
demands a cool root ru n for its 
best su ccess. The foliage of the 
tall sorts-shades the soil and 
helps to protect the roots from 
the su n. The English pea experts 
have given some fine varieties in 
the bru sh peas. Gradu s is a 
standard of qu ality. 
Thomas 
Laxton is a famou s English pea 
of wonderfu l qu ality and a fine 
bearer. 
Admiral Beatty 
and 
Champion of England are others. 
Qu ite Content is one of the big-) 
gest podded of the later peas. 
Telephone is one 
of the best 
known, one of the most 
easily 
grown and one of the most re­ 
liable sorts for the home garden. 
It gives big pods of fine qu ality 
and lots of them. 


‘•wet or dry” being the ancient 
tu rnip formu la. Tu rnip tops are 
now highly 
recommended as 
greeny so the whole plant may 
be eaten in 
the same manner 
that the beet is all edible. 
For su mmer tu rnips, only the 
v.hite varieties shou ld be planted, 
the yellow tu rnips or ru tabagas 
being a fall crop and needing a 
long season’s growth. The su m­ 
mer crop shou ld be sown as ear­ 
ly as the grou nd can be worked! 
and thinned to six inches apart 
in the row. Then with a little 
hoeing they may be left to fu nc­ 
tion and in late Ju ly small tu r­ 
nips from two to three inches in. 
diameter will fu rnish a table de­ 
licacy, cooked and creamed and 
not mashed or boiled as the older 
and matu re roots are generally 
u sed. 
An innovation in the u se 
of 
this vegetable is to serve the 
you ng tu rnip as a raw vegetable 
and appetizer in place of radish - 


in 
spring and fall, so early sowing 
for su mmer tu rnips and Ju ly 
sowing for fall tu rnips 
is 
the 
garden schedu le. Tu rnips, to be 
sweet and mild, mu st be kept in 
rapid growth. Slow growth in hot 
dry weather makes them tou gh 
and bitter. Frequ ent hoeing to 
keep the du st mu lch in operation 
du ring the hot days when the 
spring tu rnips are ju st reaching 
the pu lling stage is essential. 
The fall crop may also fu rnish 
you ng tu rnips in abu ndance by 
thinning to three inches apart 
and then pu lling every other one 
as they reach edible size, leaving 
the rest of the crop to matu re 
for winter storage. 
The ru tabagas, reaching large 
size, need mu ch more room and 
shou ld be thinned to eight or ten 
inches in the row. They are too 
bu lky to be u sefu l in gardens of 
small extent bu t where room is 
available prove one of the most 
u sefu l crops.

STRONG FOUNDATIONS 


Fire Safety Is a Feature Of This 
New Material — Insulates 
Against Heat 


The devlopment of American 
architecture that is drawing its 
beauty from the best of old world 
architecture of many nations has 
among its characteristics that of 
enduring strength, 
as the 
old 
castles, chateaux, villas, 
cathe­ 
drals, chapels and other build­ 
ings built in the olden da\s still 
stand today as sturdy as when 
they wrere erected. Therefore, it 
behoves the builder, the archi­ 
tect or the family building the 
home to see 
that 
there is a 
strong, everlasting frame under- j 
lying the 
attractive exterior. 
Thus frame bindings are grad­ 
ually giving wrav to cinder blocks I 
as enduring substitutes. Regard­ 
less of whether the exterior be 
of brick veneer or stucco finish, 
j 
a backing of cinder block gives 
the rigid, strong snupport need­ 
ed. 
Stucco being a thin masonry of 
slight lateral strength, reguires 
a

Damnesij of walls, 
even when the water does not 
actually penerate into the base-1 
ment, saturates the air. causing 
damp, musty odors dnd making ! 
the basement an unhealthy, dis­ 
agreeable place, whereas a dry 
basement free 
from 
hint 
of 
dampness provides 
a comfort­ 
able place for recreation rooms, 
children’s playrooms 
or work­ 
shop. Cinder blocks do not drawT 
dampness from wet earth out­ 
side and make 
an 
attractive 
wall. 
v One of the outstanding feat­ 
ures of 
cinder blocks is that 
they are fireproof. 
They w7ere 
made with that idea in mind, 
so that the most strenuous fire 
test have proved them fire re­ 
sisting. It is also an asset 
of 
the blocks that they are insula­ 
ted against heat 
transmission, 
owing to the cellular structure. 
They are 
soundproof, 
damp- 
proof frostproof, 
noncorrosive, 
vermin-proof and yet can 
be 
easily cut, sawed and trimmed 
to fit any 
opening 
without 
waste. It also has been proved 
and demonstrated 
that 
the 
blocks 
become 
harder 
and 
stronger with age. Blocks have 
been removed 
from ten-year- 
old buildings and satisfactorily 
tested as to the condition. Unus­ 
ual, too, is the fact that cinder 
blocks have the property of re­ 
ceiving and holding nails the 
same as tough timber, which 
makes the attaching of 
wood 
trim and casings more secure 
than can be accomplished by 
wood-blocking and is a big 
la­ 
bor-saving feature. 
Perhaps one of the most in­ 
viting features of cinder 
block 
construction is that it is econo­ 
mical, for there are savings in 
insurance, in fuel 
requirement 
for heating, in depreciation and 
upkeep costs.

Contracts for five storm water 


sewer projects in Rushville, were 
awarded Tuesday night by the 
city council to the Rensselaer 
Construction Company, who was 
given all contracts at a total 
price of $9,202.14, being more 
than $1,700 under the estimated 
cost, and less than $400 to the 
nearest bidder. 


The storm water sewers will 


provide more adequate drainage 
in several locations where water 
now stands after 
heavy rains. 


These projects include a sewer 
on Harrison street 
between 


Fourth and Sixth streets, one of 
Perkins in the vicinity of Eighth 
street, one in Fourteenth street 
to drain into Hodges Branch, 
and one Irom Morgan street 
that will go down an alley be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth street 
to the branch. All of these pro- 
jects are to provide drainage on 
accounts of the paved streets. 


The fii'th sewer, which also is 


the longest and was the most 
expensive, will take care 
of 


drainage in the vicinity of Sixth 
and Arthur, Seventh and Ar- 
thur, and extending east on 
Seventh to Jackson street. 


Several firms submitted bids 


on the proposed work, and 
the 


council gave the award to the 
lowest bidder on the combined 
job. The Rensselaer concern has 
machinery with which to install 
the sewers, and will start work 
within a short time.

The reformatory is equipped 


to house 1,045 prisoners between 
he ages of 21 and 30 but the of- 
icials stated that so many pris- 
oners had been sent to them in 
;he past few months that they 
had enlarged to capacity 
and 


were caring for an average of 
2,080. 


Today's announdemenft 
re- 


called that made by the Super- 
intendent of the Indiana Wo- 
man's prison of Indianapolis re- 
cently when judges throughout 
;he state were requested to stop 
sending prisoners to the woman's 
institution until 
over-crowded 


conditions could be relieved. 


The 
sixty prisoners 
were 


moved in a special 
interurban 


train today. It was thought they 
would go by way of Anderson, 
Marion, Kokomo, Peru, Warsaw, 
South' Bend, and thence to Mi- 
chigan City. 


The reformatory 
here 
was 


opened November 30, 1923 with 
facilities to care for 678 prison- 
er.s In five years the number of 
prisoners has more than trebled 
and A. F. Miles, superintendent 
of the institution, said 
today 


that the number is increasing at 
the rate of sixty a month. 


Miles said he has 
conferred 


with Governor 
Jackson 
and 


Warden Walter H. Daly of the 
State Prison about the situation 
but no permanent solution of the 
problem has been found.

Militarism is not the keynote 


of the citizens' military training

Rome, April 3—<u.R>—The de- 


cision of Pope Pius XI to trans- 
fer the jurisdiction, in certain 
cases of marriage nullification, 
from the Tribunal of the Holy 
Rota to the Congregation of the 
Holy Office, introduces a most 
important change in the admin- 
istration of ecclesiastical 
law, 


and divests one of the oldest, if 
not the oldest, court in the world 
of some of its powers. 


The Pope has caused to be 


emanated, through the agency of 
the Congregation of the Holy Of- 
fice, a decree which 
declares 


that, in matrimonial cases, non- 
Catholics, whether baptized or 
not, cannot act as plaintiffs be- 
fore the Holy Rota, save under 
exceptional circumstances to be 
decided upon case by case by the 
Holy Office. 


Further, all matrimonial cases 


which are concerned directly or 
indirectly with mixed marriages, 
that is marriages between Ca- 
tholics and non-Catholics, must 
be heard before the 
Congrega- 


tion of the Holy Office. 


This important decision de- 


prives the Tribunal of the Rota 
of a considerable share 
of its 


jurisdiction, 
which, especially 


during the last few years, has 
been frequently invoked to de- 
clare null and void, several mar- 
riages between Catholics and 
non-Catholics. The well known 
cases of the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough and Consuelo Vanderbilt, 
Senator Marconi and Miss O'- 
Brien and more recently the 
Toeplita-Porro case are instan- 
ces in point. 


The decision of the Holy See to 


render more difficult the possi- 
bility of obtaining 
declarations 


of nullity of marriage between 
Catholics and non-Catholics by 
preventing non-Catholics 
from 


acting as plaintiffs and passing 
the jurisdiction to a higher court 
than the Holy Rota, is in itself

and prelates of the Curia. 


The^ procedure, until the new 


enactment, for a Catholic or 
non-Catholic wishing to obtain 
an ecclesiastical decree of nul- 
Itiy of marriage, was first of all 
to apply to his diocesan court. 
The bishop of the diocese in 
which 
the 
applicant resided 


heard the case and gave his rul- 
ing. Appeal then lay to the Holy 
Rota, and sometimes 
appeals 


were made merely for the pur- 
pose of receiving a confirmation 
of the diocesan ruling. 


A further appeal from thp Ro- 


ta lay to the court of the "Seg- 
natura," consisting of eight car- 
dinals appointed by the Pope. A 
final and very rarely used appeal 
was possible to the Pope himself. 
In the Gould-de Castellane case, 
this final appeal was made. 


It is to be .noted that the jur- 


isdiction of the Holy Rota is not 
affected in the case of both par- 
ties being Catholics, and the pro- 
cedure is as before. 


The Tribunal of the Rota dates 


back to 1205 when Pope Inno- 
cent III defined its powers and 
jurisdiction. Only a little more 
than 100 years ago it was an im- 
portant civil court in Rome and 
the Papal States, and its archiv- 
es go back many centuries. 
In 


the old days, it could punish 
with fine, imprisonment and ev- 
en death. Though its constitu- 
tion was altered by Pope Pius X,; 
it is almost certain, as a poin'i 
of law, that it still possesses 
these powers implicitly. 


The judges of the Rota are 12 


"auditors" appointed 
by the 


Pope in rotation from 
among 


the canonists and theologians of 
the prelacy, hence the word "ro- 
ta." On an average some 35 cas- 
es come up for hearing before it 
every year. Recently, there has 
been a certain increase in the" 
cases tried before it. The -audi- 
tors" of the 
Rota are drawn 


from various nations with gen- 
erally a preponderance of Ital- 
ians. 


The Congregation of the Holy 


Office, which is the authority 
that places books and 
other 


writings "on the index" was 
created by Pope Paul III in 1542, 
and confirmed in its constitution 
by Pope Sixtus V in 1587. It was 
Pope Benedict XV who suppres- 
sed the Holy Congregation of the 
Index in 1917, and gave its pow- 
ers to the Congregation of the 
Holy Office. Its officers are a pre- 
fect, who is always the Pope, ?;, 
Secretary,—presently 
Cardinal i 


Merry del Val, an Assessor and 
a ••commissary." Its offices are 
near the Vatican. The Congrega- 
tion of the Holy Office is charg- 
ed with guarding the teaching, 
of faith and morals and judges 
on cases of heresy.

Regarding the billboard 
restriction campaign, he writes: 


"Counties, .states and the whole nation are 


now co-operating for the improvement of our 
highways. Most of us have reason to be pleased 
wuh \vhat is being accomplished, 
and com- 


munity pride on the subject of good roads is 
wide-awake. 


••America is "known for its advertising; but 


are we- proud ol' tu many of our roadside land- 
scapes walled with ugly signboards? 
Indeed, 


when we K.I.C the question most of us will agree 
tnat the roadside landscape is not the place for 
advertising, except perhaps in very limited com- 
mercial districts. 


••Maryland and Connecticut have shown us 


one way of going about it. This way lies in 
roadside tree planting. A highway lined on both 
sides with trees, planted and protected by the 
stale h:-hw;,y commission or forestry depart- 
ment, is pour meat for the outdoor advertiser.

CELLAR IS POOR STORAGE 


PLACE DUE TO DAMPNESS 


Paint Up and Clean Up Will Help 


Appearances Of Dusty And 


Drab Articles 


Spring brings with it many 


tilings, among them a number of 
household tasks. Storm windows 
come down, screens are put up, 
incidental cleaning goes on, all 
involving labor, some tedious, 
some pleasant. But at least it is 
a source of satisfaction to get 
these things done, to feel com- 
fortably prepared for the months 
to come. If they are well done 
the course of satisfaction will be 
much greater, the results much 
better, and in the long run the 
labor involved much less. 


Storm windows come first, for 


as soon as the bitterness of win- 
ter disappears 
one is always 


anxious to get them out of the 
way. Soon, or perhaps at the 
same time, the screens are taken 
out. These have usually been 
kept in a cellar where there is 
coal dust a plenty and a none too 
dry 
atmosphere—truly a bad 


combination. They will need a 
thorough washing. The screen it- 
self can best be cleaned with a 
stiff wire brush, which will effec- 
tively remove particles of dirt 
Irom between the meshes. But 
the results of thorough cleaning 
will probably be somewhat dis- 
appointing. The unfavorable con - 
ditions under which hause space 
demands that screens be kept in 
the winter will usually necessi- 
tate repainting if one desires a 
freshness in keeping with gener- 
al brightening up which the rest 
ff 
the house will doubtlessly 


witness.

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS ARE 
| 
AN IMPORTANT FOOD FOR PLANTS^ 


Nitrogen is one of the 


important elements in 


most 
plant 


food and it is the fertilizer most 
generously applied, either in the 
form of stable 
manure 
of in 


chemical or commercial fertili- 
zers. Nitrate of soda is the com- 
monest of the chemical fertili- 
sers and one of the quickest act- 
ing.Nitrate of soda, as a general 


only in the appearance of the 
screen itself, but in the setting 
which contains it. A rusty screen 
or a shabby surface about it will 
completely spoil a dainty bed- 
room 
window or a handsome, 


well-kept living room. Outside, 
too, though the house may be 
freshly painted, neglected details 
such as this will mar the whole. 


But there is yet another reason 


for painting, less obvious per- 
haps, but certainly not less im- 
portant, and that is preservation. 
It is an established fact that 
the rate of deterioration due to 
rust and decay is directly pro- 
portionate to the regularity with 
which wood or metal is painted. 
For paint is a powerful combat- 
ant of these forces. The greater 
moisture the more rapidly will 
the variation in-temperature and 
decay proceed. Screens are expos 
ed to the weather for several 
months and then are put away 
ir the extreme -moisture of a 
cellar all winter, to be brought 
forth once again to the bright- 
ness of the summer sun. It'is, 
therefore, imperative that the 
protective coating of their wood- 
en frames be regularly renew£d 
and that the wire screening it- 
self receive a thin coat of paint, 
if deterioration is not to proceed 
at a ruinous rate. 
The 
conditions 
to 
which 


storm windows are exposed are 
much the same. 
The simplest 


way is to paint both at once. The 
storm windows which are about 
to be relegated to the dampness 
of the cellar will need protection 
every bit as much as the screens, 
about to be exposed to the 
summer sun and storms. 


A small sum thus spent will 


prove a great economy, for it 
saves many times its value in re- 
placements and repairs. It is in- 
deed, true, as the old Dutch say- 
ing goes, that "Good paint costs 
nothing." 


rule, should not be applied to 
heavy soils. There seems to be 
little doubt, as proved by experi- 
ment, that it has a tendency 
under such soil conditions 
to 


harden the soil, destroying 
its 


texture and making it difficult 
to work. The application of lime 
does not seem to remedy this 
condition, which scientists have 
explained in technical, terms, 
which do not greatly 
concern 


the gardener, who is- chiefly in- 
terested in results. Fertilizers of 
an acid nature, such 
as acid 


phosphate, although it has no 
strongly 
acidifying 
tendency, 


have a good effect. Nitrate of 
soda is most effective in soils of 
good texture and those of .a 
light character. Nitrate has an- 
other 
beneficial action 
aside 


from furnishing the plant nitro- 
gen in quickly available 
form. 


The sodium, although not 
of 


direct value to the plant, helps 
to release nisoluble potash in 
the soil. In light soils this action 
is so effective that it relieves 
the gardener of the necessity of 
applying potash frtilizers. 


Nitrate has often been criti- 


cized as a -soil scourge." Lilke 
other strong plant foods con- 
taining only one elemnt, if used 
repeatedly, it depletes 
other 


plant foods in the soil and this, 
loss must be made up by sup- 
plying potash and phosphates. 
In using nitrate it is well to 
bear in mind three points. Do 
not use it on heavy soils, espec-l 
ially clay; use it in conjunction 
with potash 
and 
phosphates; 


and use it only with crops that, 
need it and can make use of it. 
It is a fertilizer to encourage 
leaf 
growth. A pound to 
a 


square rod of ground is the usu- 
ally prescribed amount. Com- 
mercial fertilizers have a balan- 
ced ration of nitrate, potash and 
phosphates and, in the 
long 


run, are safer for the inexper- 
ienced gardener to use because 
he cannot go wrong with them.

Larkspurs for 
* 


House, Garden 


A favorite with the florist for 


winter cutting and with 
the 


gardener for beautiful beds and 
a wealth of cutting material in. 
summer, the oldfashioned 
an- 


nual larkspur is now one of the 
indispensable plants for the gar- 
den. The fine new double types 
are the favorites for cutting pur- 
poses, but the old-fashioned tal- 
ler growing single sort still hold 
their own in decorative value in 
garden. 
The double stock 
flowered 


type is now the one almost uni- 
versally grown with fine full 
spikes of rosettes in varying 
shades of intense to light blue 
and purple with handsome car- 
mine, rose, pink and flesh tints. 
The Newport Pink or lustrous 
carmine is, perhaps, ,the favor- 
ite of them all because of its fine 
clear color. 


The seed may be sown any 


time of the year, sprinkled upon 
the ground during a thaw it will 
'germinate with first warm days 
of spring. It should be sown in 
April for July display. It should 
be sown where it is' to grow as, 
it is difficult plant to transplant. 
It takes a long time to re-es- 
tablish itself when moved and 
seldom produces as fine results 
as when left undisturbed. Give 
the plants at least six inches 
each way in the bed. If you cut 
the terminal spike as soon as ex- 
panded and do not allow seed to 
form, side shoots will then de- 
velop and continue the blooming 
season for some time. It is best 
to make succession planting to 
have a supply over a long season. 


The annual larkspurs are not 


particular as to soil and thrive 
in poor quarters and even in 
shade, but are at their best in 
full sun and rich soil. During the 
last few seasons there have been 
reports of the "black plague," so 
destructive to perennial delphin- 
iums, 
attacking 
the 
annual 


larkspurs. Liming the soil well is 
the best preventive. If this pest 
infests the plants they might as 
well be pulled up and burned at 
once.

It is no difficult matter to 


promote 'and nicrease growth 
of foliage and flowers 
in any 


plant taken from its 
native 


haunts and brought into the 
garden. Merely giving 
it room 


free from the encroachment of 
other plants above ground and 
other roots below ground to de- 
velop itself to the full extent of 
its capacity will do that. Giving 
it a steady supply of moisture 
checked to its maturity 
also 


aids in the process. The addi- 
tion of fertilizer is another aid 
in the process 
and through 


these aids given by man, a plant 
in the garden may in the course 
of time hardly be recognized as 
the same plant in its wild state. 


Lettuce and the Swiss chard, 


are examples of the possibility 
of developing leaf growth. We 
can watch the 
development 


from day to day and add to the 
nourishment of the plant as it 
seems needed. It is an entirely 
different matter when it comes 
to developing root growth. This 
is a slow and uncertain process 
at best. The root crops, such as 
carrots, beets, salsify, radishes, 
parsnips, turnips, even potatoes 
if left to themselves for a few 
years, run out and the charac- 
ter of the root as known in thc« 
garden disappears. 
becoming 


much 
smaller, 
tougher 
and 


stronger in flavor. 
The carrot is an example. 


There are now various types of 
roots classified 
as to shape, 


stump rooted, heart rooted, long 
rooted, half 
long and so on. 


These are developed by selec- 
tion which 
consist of picking 


roots of the shape and quality) 
desired from a great number of 
roots, planting them, protecting 
the bloom from fertilization by 
other plants of the same kind, 
and then sowing the seed to 
discover if these seedlings will 
produce the same type of root. 
This process is continued for 
several years until- the seeds 
produce plants of the uniform 
root type desired. 
The next step after securing 


the shape desired is the quality. 
The Chantenay carrot has long 
been a favorite culinary variety 
and one of the best commercial, 
varieties because it stands ship- 
ping well. It is a stump-rooted 
type with a rich orange red 
skin, light green vigorous fol- 


iage and is a hardy and easy 
grower. The carrot 
root when 


sliced across shows a distinct 
core, very often 
the 
greater 


portion of the root. Consumers 
have been anxious to get a car- 
rot with less core. The r.ir,'ie.' 
carrot had less core than othe: 
varieties and this French 
sort 


is known for its fine flavor. l.| 
was desired to get the corelcss 
Mantes quality into the- Chan- 
tenay with its superior vigor 
and keeping characteristics. 


Examination of a 
field of 


Chantenay carrots showed oc- 
casional roots of their ccrclcss 
type. A score or more of xhese 
coreless roots were selected and 
planted at wide distances apart 
and a cheesecloth 
cage was 


placed over each plant just be- 
fore it came into blooni to pre- 
vent cross.fertilization. A hole in 
the cheesecloth, which could be 
opened and closed, was provided 
so that the plant breeder could 
from time to time reach in and 
shake the plant to scatter the 
pollen thoroughly to produce a 
good crop of seed. Fertilizing a 
plant with its own pollen 
known as -sclfing." Some planti 
will not form seeds by self-fer- 
tilization, notably some of the 
lilies. They must have the pol- 
len of other plants of, their kind. 
The carrot, 
however, is self- 


fertile. It does not seed as freely 
as if fertilized by other plants, 
but seed was formed and saved. 
11. was sown and a portion of the 
roots were of the coreless type. 
These were again used for seed 
and this process has been re- 
peated until next year we shall 
have offered a coreless Chante- 
nay 
carrot. This process 
is 


known technically as pure line 
breeding. When fertilization by 
two or more plants is used it is 
cross breeding.

For many years the drawf 


! peas, grown without any sup- 


i port, have practically driven the 


j tall or brush peas of the home 


I garden. Now that the develop- 


j merit of gardening has shown 
conclusively that even the dwarf 
varieties are much better and 
give larger crops if given sup- 
port, the brush pea is coming in- 
to its own for it is very little- 
more trouble to put up a three- 
foot wire fencing for them to 
climb than it is to put up an 18- 
inch strip. In the older days the 
Marrowfat was a standard type 
of brush pea but newer, sweeter 
and better types have replaced 
the old-timer to a great extent, 
although \ve now have improved 
forms of the Marrowfat. 


While the dwarf peas are in- 


dispensable for the earliest crop, 
for the mid-season and late crops 
the brush types are most satis- 
factory. Their chief advantage is 
a much heavier yield with as 
fine quality as the dwarf varie- 
ties furnish, bigger pods, and a 
much longer bearing season. 


The support should be given 


when the peas are planted 
KO 


that they may start their up- 


1 ward career at once. They should 
be given rich soil and should be 
liberally fertilized. Some expert 
pea growers say that the vines 
should be three inches apart, for 
their fullest and best develop- 
ment and that thick sowing is a 
waste of seed and an injury to 
the bearing ability of the vines. 


The brush peas are self-pro- 


tecting in one respect. The pea 
demands a cool root, run for ils 
best success. The foliage of the 
tall sorts shades the soil and 
helps to protect the roots from 
the sun. The English pea experts 
have given some fine varieties in 
the brush peas. Gradus is a 
standard of quality. 
Thomas 


Laxton is a famous English pea 
of wonderful quality and a fine 
bearer. 
Admiral Beatty 
and 


Champion of England are others. 
Quite Content is one of the big-, 
gest podded of the later peas, j 
Telephone is one of the best 
known, one of the most easily 
grown and one of the most re- 
liable sorts for the home garden. 
It gives big pods of fine quality 
and lots of them. 


Turnips have become a much 


esteemed 
summer 
vegetable 


where formerly they were grown 
exclusively as a fall and winter 
crop, the seed being planted in 
midsummer, the 
12th of July 


-wet or dry" being the ancient 
turnip formula. Turnip tops are 
now highly 
recommended as 


greens, so the whole plant may 
be eaten in the same manner 
that the beet is all edible. 


For summer turnips, only the 


white varieties should be planted, 
the yellow turnips or rutabagas 
being a fall crop and needing a 
long season's growth. The sum- 
med crop should be sown as ear- 
ly as the ground can be worked! 
and thinned to six inches apart 
in the row. Then with a little 
hoeing they may be left to func- 
tion and in late July small tur- 
nips from two to three inches in. 
diameter will furnish a table de- 
licacy, cooked ,and creamed and 
not mashed or boiled as the older 
and mature roots are generally- 
used. 
An innovation in the use ot 


this vegetable is to serve the 
young turnip as a raw vegetable 
and appetizer in place ofj-adish- 


es, which cannot be grown in 
summer. It is also used raw in 
salads in combination with car- 
rots and cabbage. 


Turnips 
are 
cool-weathei 


plants and do their best 
in 


spring and fall, so early sowing 
for summer turnips and July 
sowing for fall turnips 
is 
the 


garden schedule. Turnips, to be 
sweet and mild, must be kept in 
rapid growth. Slow growth in hot 
dry weather makes them tough 
and bitter. Frequent hoeing to 
keep the dust .mulch hi operation 
during the hot days when the 
spring turnips are just reaching 
the pulling stage is essential. 


The fall crop may also furnish 


young turnips in abundance by 
thinning to three inches apart 
and then pulling every other one 
as they reach edible size, leaving 
the rest of the crop to mature 
for winter storage. 


The rutabagas, reaching large 


size, need much more room and 
should be thinned to eight or ten 
inches in the row. They are too 
bulky to be useful in gardens of 
small extent but where room is 
available prove one of the most 
useful crops,

of color

many gorgeous and beautiful- 
shades in addition to the golden 
yellow that made it the state 
flower of California. It is one of 
the best heat resisters. It is real- 
ly a short-lived perennial 
but 


blooms as an annual. It will not 
bear transplanting so should be 
sown where it is wanted. If the 
full devlopment of the plant is 
desired it should be given a foot 
of space each way. As quicker 
covering of the ground is usually 
desired, six inches will accom- 
plish the purpose. Thin the 
plants rigorously to the desired 
distance as thick planting re- 
sults in thin plants and poor 
blooms. 
While the California 


poppies will do well in poor soil, 
rich fare makes them doubly 
productive of flowers. An occas- 
ional soaking will bring quick 
response in long, dry spells when 
the flowers are likely to be smal- 
ler although quite as freely pro- 
duced. 


The 
South 
African 
daisy, 


which originally produced shin- 
ing, burnt orange daisies with, 
black centers, now comes in a 
variety of shades and is hand- 
some cutting material. It luxur- 
iates in scorching weather and is 
easily grown. It can be trans- 
planted but doesn't like it any 
too well, and is best planted 
where it is to grow. Give the 
plants six inches of room. 


Portulaca is at its best in hot, 


dry spells. It is a beautiful edg- 
ing plant.

HERE IS TOWN WHERE BUSINESS 
j 


GOES ON A STRICTLY CASH BASIS 


Bloomfield, Neb., April 3—(U.R) ] 


—"Cash only" became the key- 
note of business in Bloomfield, a 
town of 1,500 people, today. 


More than 30 merchants and 


professional men, who have been 
listening to -charge it"—and 
waxing poor thereby—ever since 
entering business here, have de- 
cided that credit is a bad thing. 
They have undertaken in a tho- 
rough manner the task of es- 
tablishing the first "cash" town 
in the c'ountry. 


Two months ago the town of 


Plainview, Neb., 25 miles south of 
Bloomfield and only 
slightly 


smaller, attempted a similar ex- 
periment, which still is progres- 
sing with uncertainty as to its 
outcome. But in Plainview only 
the four leading stores, doing 
perhaps half of the town's total 


business, entered into the agree- 
ment 
to discontinue 
charge 


accounts. The understanding by 
which the change was effected 
was a "gentleman's agreement" 
and it has been whispered since 
that two of the stores have re- 
lented 
considerably in 
their 


'agreement in order to -attract 
"choice" customers. 


In Bloomfield there will be no 


half-way policy. The merchants 
have organized and bound them- 
selves firmly together. A fine of 
$100—to be turned over to the 
association—is to be the penalty 
for the first item charged by a 
member. Future punishment will 
be graduated according. Officers 
have established 
a vigilance 


committee to see that the edicts 
of the association are obeyed to 
the letter. 
- 


The Bloomfield experiment is 


said by those in close touch with 
the situation to have been caus- 
ed by the increase of chain stor- 
es,, and their rapid growth in all 
communities. Some merchants 
expressed belief that unless they 
met the chain store competition 
in kind they would be forced in- 
to the background, an'd that by 
binding themselves together on 
a cash basis they would prevent 
the inroads of outside combina- 
tions.
